1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 03/20/07. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Upon further consideration and comparison with prior art of record (closest 
reference, Sako et al. - US 5,148,422), examiner agrees with applicant's argument in 
the REMARKS filed on 03/20/07. Particularly, prior art of record, taking individually or 
collectively, fails to fairly teach method and apparatus for signal transmission including a 
particular signal structure "time-division-multiplexing a frame sync data, a first block 
sync data, a first block data, a second block sync data and a second block data 
included in each frame in this order, to produce a data stream including a plurality of 
frames, wherein the first block sync data is located following the frame sync data, the 
first block data is located following the first block sync data, the second block sync data 
is located following the first block data, and the second block data is located following 
the second block sync data, and wherein the frame sync data is used for both 
synchronization of the frame and identification of the head of the frame", as claimed in 
independent claim 22 and similarly in independent claims 23, 24, 28-30. Thus, claims 
22-30 are found to be novel and unobvious over prior art of record.
